Tn 
which, this worthy Gentleman, plain- 
ly proved where the £rrowr-lay, and the 
Aftrologers, or Almanack-makers were alſo 
juſtly defended, as well in reſpe& of the 
Truth of their Art, as from an impoſlibi- 
lity of their confederating together, to 
delude the World with a Fa/ſe Eafter, 
whereas many of them lived remote from 
London, and from each other, and the 
moſt of them unknown One to the Other. 
And the next year, viz. 1605. ſeveral of 
them that wrote Almanacks, as Mr. 
WW HARTON, M. WING, Mr. BOOKER, 
and my SE Lf, as ſenſible of the Inju- 
ſtice, as well as Unreaſonableneſs of that 
ridiculous CLAMOUR, wrote a particu- 
lar Defence of the ART, as to that mat- 
ter, in the ſeveral ALMANACKS of 
that year, as may be ſeen by any that 
pleaſe to take the pains to peruſe them.
